LiOuk Kranz, a deaf and dumb laborer 
at the Institution, sworn his teacher 
translated his evidence — After dinner on 
Sunday he went to milk the cows. lie 
didn't know at that timo of any fire, but 
was told by young Shattuck. He first 
saw the fire near the blind girls' dormi- 
tory. Witness described tho progress of 
the flames. In fifteen minutes tho tire 
had readied the spirt'. lie first saw 
the fire at 4:30 P. K. At that timo 
there was no fire in the front ofthe build- 
ing. Ho ran from the barn yard to his 
room on the third floor. He did not 
know how the tire fust, began. The tire 
seemed to drop through the. ceiling. This 
occurred a moment, after he entered his 
room. 

Mr. Wright, architect, was recalled as 
to the character of the Ventilators and 
Hues in tho Institution. Witness be- 
lieved that tho lire took inside (he roof, 
and he believed that the tire might have 
been burning for some time before the 
discovery was made. 

Col. John Scott testified that he be- 
liovod the lire caught, from a spark from 
the burning chimney, or else had been 
set. on lire. I Ic did not believe the lire 
took inside. The tire could have spread 
along the roof, hugging the shingles under 
the roof. Witness had condemned the, 
construction of a shingle roof at the time 

of the erection of the Insl itution.

Tue teachers and em 
ploycs generally acted with unselfishness, 
They lost their personal effects, bi 

every elfort Io save Ihe children. 

'I'iie evidence of Mr. Wilkinson eon 
eluded, the chamber was cleared 
persons except the Board. No consulta- 
tion was necessary, as the evidence from 
the first witness to the last went to show 
that the fire originated purely through 
accident. 

mi' VERDICT. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted i 

Resolved, That after full investigation 
into the circumstances of the fire that 
•stroyed the main building of the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and 
Blind of the State of ( 'alifornia. that, the 
united testimony of the witnesses exam 
ined In the judgement of this Board ex- 
onerates the Principal, teachers and em 
ployos of the institution from all blame 

of carelessness, and shows that tlicir 
pronvpfitude and efficiency did all that 
could be done under the circumstances 
for the safely and comfort ofthe pupils, 
also, that, the (esliinony shows mucin 
sively that ihe (ire originated in the 
building, between the roof and the ceil 
ing of tho third story rooms, and spread 
thence along the attic directly under the 
roof to tho tower in front, and that the 
exposure from sparks from the kitchen 
chimney, either lighting mid kindling on 
the shingle roof and living through the 
louvers into the attic under the strong 
wind prevailing at the time on the north 
east, is fully sufficient to account for the 
fire.

Our license laws reeog 
nias the grand principle of prohibition, 

for when there is no license granted, 
then the sale of ardent spirits is prohib- 
ited. License Commissioners are not 
obliged to sign licenses, so in voting for 
no license you are voting in accord- 
ance with a universally reeogni/.ed 
principle. Bat the license men 
professedly based upon the universal 
principle, but materially different in its 
application. The power of prohibition, 
d of being exercised by the people 
at large, they would have delegated to a 
few, such as saloon keepers, tavern keep 
ers and druggists, and from them would 
receive a bonus in dollars and cents for 
the privilege of selling alcohol to some 

as a beverage and prohibiting it to others, 

and the experience of the past shows 
that the delegated prohibiting powei 

has been but very little exercised, and
